DEFENDANT'S MOTION FOR ENLARGEMENT OF TIME NUNC PRO TUNC

Defense counsel will attempt again to reach plaintiff s 
counsel on Monday to determine his position on this motion and 
inform the Court as soon as this can be ascertained. 

For the foregoing reasons, defendant respectfully requests 
that this motion for an enlargement of time be granted.
